In the second place, there is a legis- 
lative limit to the amount of the tax 
proposed. The tax cannot be greater 
than one-tenth of one per cent., aud 
may be fixedataless amount, should 
the Board judge it best to propose a 
less amount. 

Thirdly, the tax cannot be levied un- 
less two-thirds of the voters voto in 
favor of it. 

These provisions, tomy mind, afford 
protection the most ample to property 
owners. 

I beg leave, further, to invite atten- 
tion to certain other provisions of the 
bill, Some of the friends of public 
schools are in fayor, of making only 
elementary instruction free. The pro 
suas sf the bill looking to the impo- 
sition of a county. propose to carry 
out the views of Pn as the pro- 
ceeds of the tax when levied are to be 
applied to schools in which only Spell- 
ing,Readiag, Writing, English Grammar, 
Arithmetic and Geography are taught. 
This fixcs a standard sufficiently high 
for general acceptance throughout the 
entire county in most of the counties 
of the state. 

In many counties, however, commu- 
nities may be found which would de- 
sire better educational facilities for 
their children. The fourth section of 
the bill is intended to meet the wants 
of thesecommunities. Whenever two- 
thirds of the voters of any sub-dis- 
trict of a county desire better schools 
than the elementary, the fourth section 
puts it in their power to establish them. 
This provision of the bill is in the 
interest of that very large proportion 
of our population who aro without the 
means of iucurring the expeuse of 
sending their children from home for 
higher instruction. It seeks to bring 
the high school to the doors of the 
people, and at an expense voluntarily 
imposed, and not so heavy as to bs 
seriously felt. I ask the very large 
portion of our population who are in- 
terested in this provision, to weigh well 
the possibilities which it secks to place 
within reach of their children. 

The fifth section of the bill presents 
the only ra.ional solution of the ques- 
tion of school houses. The people, 
under its provisions, build their houses 
in their own way, by labor, by sub- 
scription or by taxation. : 
The bill, taken as a whole, meets my 
hearty approval. Under the circum- 
stances in which we are placed, it is 
the wisest educational measure that 
has been proposed. Under its opera- 
tiov, progress would be slow but sure. 
Wherever schools were established, 
they would be successful; for they 
would be sustained by a large majority 
of the people. The beneficial effects

The vote on the e of the bill was 
fifty-five against.

Speaker being entitled to vote by a rule 
of the house, cast his vote against, and 
the tie resulting again caused the de- 
feat of the bill. 

In the summer of 1874, I sext to 
each county school commissioner in 
the state a circular containing my views 
on the subject of local taxation, aud 
asking for an expression of opinion. in 
relation to them on the part of the re- 
Spective county boards of education. 
Answers were received from sixty-nine 
counties. In thirty-eight of these, the 
boards were favorable to the views ex- 

essed in the circular; while the 

ds of the thirty-one remaining 
counties were adverse. A bill was 
prepared, embodying the views, and 
was introduced into the house at the 
last session of the legislature. This 
bill was carefully considered by the 
committee on education, and after be- 
ing perfected by them, was passed in 
committee by a very large majority. It 
thus went back to the house with the 
recommendation that the bill do pass. 
When it came up for action, however, 
& motion to indefinitely postpone pre- 
vailed by a majority of six votes. 
I have given this brief history for the 
purpose of showing how very near the 
friends of local taxation have repeat- 
edly been to success before the General 
Assembly. Many members of the 
house at the last session no doubt voted 
against the bill then hefore them for 
the reason that they had not had the 
opportunity of carefully considering 
its provisions. Iam quite sure that a 
very large majority of the people 
would have been favorable to the pas- 
sage of the bill if there had been any 
means of arriving at an expression of 
their views. I herewith subjoin an ex- 
act copy of the bill, as it came back to 
the house from the hands of the com- 
mittee : 
“A Bill to be entitled an Act sup- 
plemental to ‘An Act to perfect the 
Public School System, and to supercede 
existing school laws,’ approved Aug. 
23d, 1872. 
“ Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the Gene- 
ral Assembly of the State of Georgia, 
That the Board of Education of any 
county in this State, shall have the 
power to submit the question of levy- 
ing a tax not to exceed one-tenth of 
one per cent, upon the taxable property 
of the county, for the support of pri- 
mary schools, to the vote of the legal 
voters of the county. 
“Sec. 2. Be it further enactcd, That 
when an election is ordered by said 
Board, it shall be held by managers 
appointed as now provided by law in 
the case of other county elections, and 
that voters shall write on their tickets 
‘Tax, or No Tax,’ according as they 
are favorable or adverse to the proposed 
tax ; and, furthermore, it shall be the 
duty of the managers of the clection to 
consolidate the tally shcets and repor- 
the result to the County Board of Edu 
cation; and when two-thirds of the 
voters,as reported by the managers, 
are in favor of a tax, it shall be the 
duty of the said board of education to 
iastruct the Ordinary or Board of 
County Commissioners to assess the 
tax upon the taxpayers, as their names 
appear upon the books of the Receiver 
of tax returns; and when the T'ax Col- 
lector collects the same, he shall pay 
the money over to the law/ul custodian 
of the school funds of the county. 
“Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That 
the words ‘primary schools,’ as they 
occur in this act, shall be construed to 
mean, schools in which any or all of 
the following branclhs are taught, to- 
wit, Spelling, leading, Writing, 
English Grammar, Arithmetic and 
Geography.

for the support of a school, or a sys- 
tem of schools, of a higher grade than 
the primary, in any subdistrict in the 
county, to the legal voters of said sub- 
district, the Board themselves fixing 
the percentage of the tax to be voted 
upon ; and when an election is ordered, 
it shall be held in the sane manner as 
is provided in section 2, of this act ; 
and should the managers of the elec- 
tion report that two-thirds of the voters 
have voted in favor of taxation, the 
tax shall be assessed, collected, and 
paid over, as provided in said second 
secton: Provided, That the tax levied 
under this section shall be levied only 
on the property of persons resident in 
the sub-district, and that the schools 
established therein shall be free only 
to the children of the residents of said 
sub-district. 

Be it further enacted, That 
the Board of Education of any county 
may provide for the building of any 
schol houses that may be necessary

PROF. TICE ON FROSTs. 


Every week that a killing frost is post- 
poned beyond the middle of this month 
adds, perhaps, fifty thousand bales to the 
cotton crop, and the questionof frosts is 
therefore @m interesting and a very natu 
ral one. Oafaturday morning thefe was 
‘‘a heavy white frost’ at Memphis, but 
the dispatches say that it caused only a 
sma!l amount of damage to the crop. 
A general. killing .. frast. before 
the twentieth ofthis month would cer- 
tainly be productive of great damage 
Prof. Tice, the weather prophet of the 
west, has therefore, been appealed to, 
and he has spoken. He expresses the 
opinion that the Gulf states will be free 
of killing frosta until the 23d inst, and 
‘‘most likely” until the 25th. If they 
should escape damage at those dates, 
then no dangerous frost need be ¢x 
pected until November 16. The joint 
equinoxes of Vulcan and Mercury 
on November 25 and 27, will produce 
disturbaccesthat will be followed by 
weather which will freezz the last bit of 
life out of the cotton plant.
